WASHINGTON, June 23.—The 
Federal Radio Commission, after 
deliberating two hours today, failed 
to reach a decision on the question 
of whether it should deprive the 
Radio Corporation of America and 
its subsidiaries of the 1409 station 
licenses which they now hold. The 
commission will meet again tomor- 
row in a renewed effort to arrive at 
a conclusion. 
As has been told, the question 
arose when the Radio Corporation 
was found guilty in the Federal 
courts of attempting to monopolize 
the radio vacuum tube industry. 
Section 13 of the Federal Radio 
Act expressly directs the commis- 
sion to withhold station licenses 
from any corporation, or its sub- 
sidiaries after it has been adjudged 
guilty of monopolistic practices. 
Since the issue is a legal one,- 
depending on the construction to 
be placed on section 13, and since 
only two of the five members of 
the Commission have had any 
judicial experience, it has been gen- 
erally expected that the Commis- 
sion would send the matter to court 
by the device of denying one or 
more unimportant licenses held by 
the R. C. A. group, and extending 
the remainder indefinitély, pending 
a decision in thé courts, 
However, following the recess to- 
day. Commissioner La Fount, one 
of the lay members, told newsp:3- 
per men that he believed the com- 
mission was competent to weigh the 
legal questions involved, and be- 
lieved it shoulé do so. This, to- 
gether with other Known factors, 
gave rise to an impression that a 
majority of the commission will 
vote to renew the R. C. A. licenses.

LONDON, Jnne 28. — Forma! 
British acceptance in principle of 
President Hoover's war debts pay- 
ments suspension proposal was 
cabled Sir Ronald Lindsay, British 
Ambassador at Washington, yester- 
day and was delivered to the 
United States Government today, 
the Foreign Office announced. 

Prime Minister MacDonald’s ac- 
ceptance of the American plan was 
indorsed today by newspapers of 
all shades of political opinion. 

“The more the proposal is con- 
sidered,” said The Times, “the more 
profound becomes the conviction of 
its courage and its importance.” 

The self-denial the offer implies 
for the American people was recog- 
nized and appreciated. The neces- 
sity of unanimity in putting the 
plan into practice was emphasized. 
There was a good deal of sympathy 
and concern for France’s reluctance 
to lose immediate reparations pay- 
ments from Germany. 

Several papers, admitting the 
justice of thé French viewpoint, 
pleaded with that country to accede 
to the proposition in the interésts 
of the community of nations. 

The Post argued that, although 
it would be a “bitter trial’ to lose 
$160,000,000 and risk a big budget 
deficit, Frances “generous co- 
vuperation was indispensablie,”’ 
pointing out that the failure of the 
move would be as disastrous to her 
in the long run as to the rest of 
the worid. 


The special difficulty of Bel- 
gium and France in acceptance of

Superintendent George H. Pring 
said the assortment comprises the 
largest and finest collection of 
Philippine orchids in this country 
and includes some varieties never 
before brought to the United 
States. It virtuaNy completes the 
major orchid collections in the gar- 
den, 

The rare plants,

perfect condition, which in itself is 
regarded as unique, Pring said, be- 
cause the Philippine variety of or- 
chid require constant attention and 
watering.

The second hearing of the $100,- 
000 breach of promise suit of Miss 
Edith Cockley, 49 years old, against 
Charles B. Gerhart, elderly weal- 


thy real estate dealer, 4484 Wore 


est Park boulevard, is on trial be- 
fore a jury in Circuit Judge Nor- 
toni’s court. At the first trial, 
in December, 1929, a jury was un- 
able to agree and the case was 
reset. 

Miss Cockley testified yesterday 
she first became acquainted with 
Gerhart, who has been married 
three times, in 1913, when she was 
employed in the former candy and 
popcorn shop o°: her father, Wil- 
liam H. Cockley, at Grand and Lin- 
dell boulevards. She said Ger- 
hart proposed to her four years 
later, at which time she declined 
to marry him. They drifted apart 
but she renewed the acquaintance 
in November, 1926, when she went 
to see him about refinancing a 
mortgage loan of $2000 for her 
father. Sle said he entertained 
her in his home several times and 
again asked her to marry him. This 
time she accepted because she re- 
alized she had loved him all the 
time, she said. 


Told Parents of Froposal. 

Miss Cockley related that on the 
occasion of the last proposal Ger- 
hart drove her from a political 
meeting at Clayton which was ad- 
dressed by Senator Hawes to her 
father’s home at Overland and 
broke the news to her parents, who 
had retired for the night. “My 
mother cried, but my father said to 
Mr. Gerhart that he always knew 
he was a sly old fox and if he kept 
on he would get mé,” the plaintiff 
told the jury. On this occasion 
Gerhart presented her father with 
a bottle of whisky and a bag of 
pretzels, she said. 

According to Miss Cockley’s tes- 
timony, Gerhart introduced her to 
guests at his home as the new .is- 
tress of his household and he in- 
formed one of her neighbors that 
Overland would soon be missing me. 
as he was going to take me away 
from there.” 

On cross-examination she identi- 
fied two 3100 checks which Ger- 
hart signed in her favor. She said 
one was given to her for her fa- 
ther and the other was for her per- 
sonally. Shé6é denied she sought a 
renewal of her acquaintance with 
the defendant in order to get $100 
checks. She admitted he called up 
a women’s apparel store and ap- 
proved thé purchase by her of a 
coat and several dresses, but this 
was after they were engaged, she 
explained. 

Engagement Broken. 

Miss Cockley asserted that Ger- 
hart planned with her to motor to 
Marion, Ind., on Nov. 30 to be mar- 
ried, but on that date he had some- 
one telephone stating the wedding 
would have to be postponed because 
of a business development. On Jan. 
9, 1927, he broke the engagement. 
she said, telling her he had changed 
his mind, as he thought being mar- 
ried three times was enough for 
him; further that there was another 
woman who was a queen compared 
to me.” 

Gerhart denied he proposed mar- 
riage to the plaintiff or that he led 
her to believe they were engaged. 
He is represented by Attorney 


Mudd is.attorney for the petitioner. 
Miss Cockley. who now lives at 
1627 East Sixtieth street, Chicago, 
has never married. 

At the previous trial of her suit. 
heard before the late Judge Falk- 
enhainer, Gerhart introduced court 
files showing that in 1911 Miss 
Cockley was party to a similar suit 
against the late Rolla C. Giers. St. 
Louis horseman. That suit, which 
was for $20,000, was settled out of 
court. She had sued Giers under 
the name of Sadie EB. Cockley. ex- 
plaining she has since “‘dropped the 
Sadie.”’

MANILA, June 23.—Senator Ros- 


cee C. Patterson of Misouri and 
Representative Thomas A. Yon of 
Fiorida sailed today for San Fran- 
cisco after a short visit to the 
Philippines in which Patterson 
came out against immediate inde- 
pendence for the islands. 

Senator Harry B: Hawes of Mis- 
souri, co-author of a Philippine in- 
dependence bill at the last session 
of Oongress, in an address before 
the student body of the University 
of the Philippines, urged th. island- 
ers to demonstrate their desire for 
political freedom. “If your pub- 
lic men and parties, your néws- 
papers and the citizens of your 
country will let the people of the 
United States know they want in- 
dependence and the right to elect 
all their public officials, I am con- 
fident you will be given independ- 
ence,” Hawes ‘aid. 

He advised them, however, that 
“the expression of your desire 
ought to be aade in a manner not 
merely satisfactory to you, but in 
such a manner that the American 
people may understand that desire.

VERDICT OF HOMICIDE 


IN DE LUCA KILLING 


Coroner’s Jury, at Perfunstory 
Inquest, Names No One 
as Assailant. 


A verdict of “homicide at the 
hands of a party or parties un- 
known” was returned by a Cor- 
oner’s Jury today after a perfunc- 
tory inquest in the death of Sam 
de Luca, 
fruit grower who was shot Sunday 
midnight while sitting on the lawn 
at the home of his mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Frances Noto, 4990 Berthold 
avenue. 

De Luca before his death told 
police he knew who shot him and 
would tell his wife “and nobody 
else.” In a City Hospital emer- 
gency room, he talked with her at 
length in Italian. Today at the 
inquest, she testified: “He didn’t 
tell me who it was, except it was 
a man with a white shirt and no 
hat.”’ 

Qther testimony, of policemen 
and relatives, was equally uncer- 
tain as to a possible motive for the 
killing or the identity of the killer. 
A brother-in-law, Tony Noto, who 
was in the kitchen preparing a 
midnight lunch when the fatal shots 
wege fired, said he and de Luca and 
others of the family had been 
home about 15 minutes from a 
christening at which de Luca was 
godfather. De Luca, he said, had 
been out in front about three min- 
utes when he was shot down by a 


40-year-old California] 
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man who greeted him: “Hello, 
Sam.” _ 

The funeral probably will be held 
Thursday. Five of de Luca's chil- 
dren, who are at his fruit farm 
near San Jose, Cal.,.will not come 
east for the services. The three 
younger children were in St. Louis 
with their parents on ¢ vacation.

SUGAR COUNCIL IS ORGANIZED 


Work Will Be to Carry Out Uhad- 
bourne Proposal, 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, June 23.—Formal or- 


ganization of the International Su- 
gar Council, formed by Thomas L. 
Chadbourne of New York, to re- 
vivify weakened sugar markets, 
was effective at the first meeting 
today. 

Delegates representing Cuba, 
Java, Czecho-Slovakia, Germany, 
Poland, Hungary and Belgium at- 
tended. Discussion centered mainly 
on how the original Chadbourne 
proposal could best be extended.

‘To print lists dnd plats for pub- 
lication and distribution, setting 
forth the standard rules of.assess- 
ment and classification so estab- 
lished. 

“To examine all assessments of 
individual lots and buildings, so 
that such assessments shall be 
made according to the method 
adopted by the board. 

“To harmonize the methods of 
the different district assessors so 
that assessments in the different 
districts shall be uniform in re- 
spect to similar properties. 


“To provide for the use of the | 


assessors, and for public reference, 


Also, to provide a 
set of maps showing all improve- 
ments both city and public utility, 
with the zoning and private re- 
strictions. ' 

“To print lists or plats showing 
the past prior assessment of each 
lot and building, and to distribute 
same with the assessment blanks. 

“To organize district meetings of 
property owners, for the purpose 
of acquainting property owners 
with methods of assessment and 
the actual proposed real estate as- 
sessments. 

“That an appropriation be made 
for the purpose of carrying out the 
recommendations.” 

The committee also recommends 
an ordinance requiring builders, 
contractors, and owners, to file an 
affidavit within 30 days, after the 
completion of work for which a 
permit was issued, stating the 
total cost of the work done under 
the permit and construction de- 
tails.

OR. BUTLER URGE 
CURB ON LEGSLATO 


Tells Austrian Parliament Amer- 
ican Pcople Live Under 
Flood of Laws. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, Austria, June 23.—Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president 
of Columbia University, said in an 
address in the Hall of ‘Parliament 
yesterday that the people of the 
United States “live under an over- 
wheleming and constantly increas- 
ing flood of legislation, most of 
which is inconsequent, much of 
which is unnecessary.” 

Dr. Butler suggested a restriction 
upon the introduction of bills and 
resolutions in Congress. as a pos- 
sible remedy. 

“It is now the privilege of any 
one of the $6 Senators or of any 
one of the 435 members of the 
House of Repersentatives to intro- 
duce any bill or resolution he may 
see fit, dealing with any conceiv- 
able matter, germane or not to the 
public interest ” he said. 

“Since this same tendency and 
'this same habit prevail in the leg- 
islatures of each of the 48 con- 
stituent states, it follows that the 


people of the United States live 
under an overwehlming flood of 
legislation, most of which is incon- 
sequent, much of which is unneces- 
sary, and not a little of which is 
distinctly mischievous. , 

“If it were possible te place re- 
sponsibility for the introduction and 
report of public bills and resolu- 
tions upon a responsiblg majority 
group, much might be gained.” 

Dr. Butler asserted, however, 
that the experience of the United 
States gave evidence that “the Re- 
publican form of Government can 
be operated wisely, justly and suc- 
cessfully.” 

He said the American Govern- 
metn, as carried on for more than 
a century and a half “should now 
appear to have useful lessons to 
teach to many older nations.” 


WICKERSHAM BODY WINDING UP 


May Make Two or Three More Re- 
ports Before July 1. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—Mem- 
bers of the ‘Wickersham Commis- 
sion have buckled down to the 
task of winding up the major part 
of two years’ labor in a week. 

The meeting started today was 
possibly the commission’s last. As 
the session convened, it was pointed 
cut that reports on eight major 
crime investigations remaining to 
be completed before July 1 might 
keep the members busy until th2 
early hours of that date. Word 
from the commission headquarters 
was that two or possibly three re- 
ports might be submitted to Presi- 
dent Hoover before July 1. 


Sentences will be imposed by the 
president of the court this evening.

The charges included 43 mur- 
ders, 26 attempted murderg and 
many cases of assault, extortion, 
blackmail, shooting, robbery and 
bribery. 

A thousand witnesses were called 
and hundreds of depositions were 
read in court. The trial was one 
of the most extraordinary in Italy's 
juridical history because of the 
length of time it required and the 
number of defendants and wit- 
nesses involved. Twelve jurors 
gave up practically a year of their 
lives to the case. 

Most of the defendants are from

‘ entitled “Railroads and Waterways.” 

Also, I want to congratulate Mr. Fitzpat- 
rick for his splendid cartoon on this 
same subject. 

It is difficult for anyone except trans- 
portation experts to form conclusions re- 
garding the claims of the railroads that 
the Government barge line is injuring 
the railroads, for—as in most controver- 
eies — there are two sides to the ques- 
tion, and the arguments about subsidies, 
interchange of traffic, rate divisions, etc., 
become very involved and are difficult 
for the layman to understand. 

However, it takes no transportation 
expert to evaluate the railroad propa- 
ganda in so far as the- Federal barge line 
is concerned, when it is understood that 
one-tenth of 1 per cent represents this 
competition. 

The Government barge line in 1929 
handled slightly in excess of 2,000,000 
tons of freight. The railroads’ tonnage 
for 1929 was approximately 2,509,- 
090,000 tons. The tonnage of the 
barge line represents less than one- 
tenth of 1 per cent of tne railroads’ ton- 
nage. Also, in revenue the same ratio 
obtains. The gross revenue of the rail- 
roads from freight in 1929 was nearly 
$5.000,000,000, or about $2 per ton, 
while the revenue to the Government 
barge line was about $4,250,000. 

If there is any industry whose product 
or service meets competition only to this 
small degree, I have never heard of it. 
Indeed, any industry affected to this 
small degree of substituted products or 
service would be lucky, If the coal in- 
dustry were affected only to this extent 
by the oil or gas industry, it would not 
be worried. Surely, the automobile in- 
dustry meets a greater competition in 
the horse and buggy. 

The railroads will weaken their con- 
tention for the need of 15 per cent or 
even 10 per cent increase in their enor- 
mous revenue if they continue to argue 
that one reason for the proposed increase 
is the tonnage lost to the Federal barge 
lines, while that competition amounts to 
less than one-tenth of 1 per cent either 
in tonnage or revenue. 

You have the right grasp of the situa- 
tion, as indicated in the closing para- 


graph of your editorial, which reads: 
The railroads could devote more 
thought to how they can make then- 
s<lves a8 neécéssary to the country as 
the waterways are and enjoy for that 
service a just reward. They are wast- 
ing energy opposing the inevitable.

BREAKDOWN OF UTILITY REGULATION.

Sistence that Germany shall pay them $600,- 
000,000 a year under the Young Pian. 
Europe cannot mect these great obliga- 
tions, and her distress reflects itself upon 
trade everywhere. To forgive the war debts 
would restore to the international economy 
much of its accustomed buoyancy. By aban- 
doning our expectations of yur own debtors, 
we would in turn relieve the pressure upon 
Germany. Both the economic and politi- 
cal consequences of cancellation would be 
enormous. 

There is no real disagreement among 
economists as te what is wrong. They are 
only saying now what they said before 
our insistence upon the war debts and the 
Allied insistence upon reparations. They 
knew that such a policy would be suicidal, 
and so it has proved. They knew, for in- 
stance, that it would disarrange the distri- 
bution of gold. A shortage of gold means 
business depression, falling prices and hard 
times. 

We suggest that the Hoover administra- 
tion give up its pep ‘talks and ask itself 
seriously whether it is doing ourselves or 
the world any good by Standing upon the 
Grundy tariff and the Mellon war debt 
policy.

Human Disease Testers 


HYSICIANS have not always 
P used guines pigs for their ex- 

perimental researches on dis- 
eases and their causations: Some- 
times they experimented on them- 
selves or on their kin. 


Jenner, who discovered smallpox 
vaccination, vaccinated his own son 
to protect the boy against smallpox 
to test the efficacy of his discovery 
and to demonstrate his own faith 
in his vaccine, 

In the search for the cause of 
certain diseases physicians have 
inoculated themselves with sus- 
pected materials and thus tested 
their hypothesis on their own 
bodies. 

In the Reed commission appoint- 
ed by the United States Public 
Health Service to study the prob- 
lem of yellow fever, Dr. Carroll, a 
member of the commission, was the 
first to submit to being bitten by 
a mosquito known to have sucked 
the blood of a yellow fever suf- 
ferer. 

He promptly came down with and 
successfully weathered an attack 
of the disease.

Through it all 
his mother remained gentle, ignor- 
ing as much as she could, protest- 
iug mildly now and then, and oc- 
casionally sounding just a little 
petulant. 


But there was a climax. She 
was driving, and it was necessary 
for her to turn the car in a nar- 
row and dangerous place. The 
child, partly in fear and partly as
